Jeaeng  certain  imperialist  elements  in 
the  United  States,  for  example,  there  are  forces  actively  at  work 
preparing  for  total  war,  while  other  elements  in  the  United  States 
are  energetically  preparing  for  limited  warfare,  in  effect  local 
wars,  by  undertaking  interventionist  activities  in  revolutions  in 
other  countries  and  by  exerting  pressures  against  independence  move¬ 
ments  and  open  aggressive  warfare  against  socialist  countries.  The 
aggressive  intentions  of  the  United  States  have  been  exposed  by  its 


careless  inirus ion  of  the  borders  of  the  Soviet  Union  by  the  U-2

intelligence  plan©,  which  resulted  in  the  sacrificing  oi  pilot 
Powers,  In  addition  to  such  activities  the-  United  States  con¬ 
tinues  to  play  the  role  of  military  polios  in  expressing  re¬ 
volutionary  movement#  sad  national— liberation  movements  of  peoples 
of  different  countries  and  has  toon  active  in  preserving  the  mo  t  re¬ 
actionary  decaying  powers  throughout  the  entire  '  capitalist 
world.  The  consequence  of  such  United  States  cruelty  has  been  to 
critically  sharpen  conflicts  between  the  imperialists  and  the 
peoples  of  suppressed  'countries ,  who  hav©  been  rising  up  to  launch 
oounter^warfas*®®  Open  opposition  and  fighting  oy  the  people  have  ex¬ 
ploded  recently  in  Latin  America*  Africa,  South  Korea*  ano  Turkey* 
because  the  people  of  those  lands  can  no  longer  endxjre  living  under 
the  criminal  power  of  the  imperialists  and  their  accomplices.

fcamo  Just  recently  at  the  conference  for  Peace,  when  ho  said  that, 

“She  straggle  for  peace  must  not  he  separated  into  two  parts,  the  anti- 
imperialist  struggle  and  the  anti-colonialist  struggle.* 

Again,  as  to 'the  vies  that  class  struggle  which  is  revolutionary 
and  without  respite  always  leads  to  the  spilling  of  blood  and  pitched 
battles  to  the  death,  it  is  completely  without  substance*  If  the
